Teaching is a profession and teachers are well 
educated, professional people who are interested in 
young people.

Agricultural Machinery Costs: 

A good share of the costs of pro¬ 
ducing a bushel of grain or a 
pound of beef is made up of ma¬ 
chine costs. These costs have be¬ 
come important enough to war¬ 
rant a commission to investigate. 

However, until something is 
done, i f anything i s done, there 
will be the problem of estimating 
and hopefully reducing the costs of 
owning and operating agricultural 
machines. 

Most farm machinery falls into 
four or five classess; these be¬ 
ing tractors V tillage machinery; 
seeding machinery; and harvesting 
machinery and others. Because of 
their different use and life span 
the costs between these classes will 
vary considerably. The cost of op¬ 
erating a machine will have to be 
completely covered before the time 
the machine is worn out, or in the 
case of most large equipment In 
this area traded off on another 
machine. 

Perhaps in some classes or par¬ 
ticular types of machines on your 
farm, the costs of owning are 
greater than the costs of custom 
work. Custom work may not be 
the answer either. If you are in¬ 
terested in agricultural machin¬ 
ery costs drop in to this office and 
pick up the two publications we 
have available. Both are up-to-date 
versions of previous pamphlets.
